Captain Wolf lived about one honr 
after being injured. Full particulars are not 
obtainable here. 
d eta ils o p th e d isa ster. 
E m p ire C itt. January 29th.—The bark 
Rainier, Captain John H. Wolf, left Port 
TownBend December 31st for Honolulu with 
a cargo of lumber. January 3d ehe encoun­ 
tered a southeast gale of wind, and on the 
morning of the 5th it shifted to the south­ 
west, blowing a gal9. The ship was found to 
be leaking badly, and at 11:30 A. H , while all 
hands were at the pumps, the ship was6truck 
by a heavy sea, which shifted the deck load, 
stove in cabin and hove the ship on her beam 
ends, at which time Captain Wolf was thrown 
against the mizzsn-stay, fracturing his skull 
and breaking his back. He died in half an 
hour afterwards. 
The forerigging was cut 
away, the masts broke off and the ship 
righted. Ths crew lasbed themselves to tie 
poop to keep from being washed over­ 
board. The provisions were all l-ist but 
five eacks of potatoes, one sack of flour and 
two gallons of vinegar. On the 9th the wind 
shifted to the northwest, with fine wpather 
for ten days. On the morning of the 22d the 
brig Orient. Captain Williams, bound for 
Umpqua, fell in with the wreck in latitude 
42’ 40' north, longitude 126° 24' west. There 
being a heavy eea running, the Orient lay by 
them for two days, and on the 24th took 
them on board and landed them at Umpqua 
river on the 25ih. The first officer, John 
Ryan, bronght five of the crew here for med­ 
ical care and attendance, and they are now 
rapidly recovering from the effects of the ex­ 
posure and suffering during their nineteen 
days on the wreck. The reat of the crew— 
five in number—remain at Gardiner City. 
Advices from P ortland . 
P ortland. Jannary 29th—The Arlington 
Club, composed of the leading professional 
aud business men, opened last night. 
The O. R and N. Company will to-morrow 
let a contract for building a dry deck on the 
east side of the river, two miles below here, 
to W. W. Bates, a shipbuilder ol Chicago. 
It will be 400 feet long, 115 feet wide at the 
top, and 45 feet at the bottom ; draft of 
water at low stage, 18 feet, at high stage, 46 
feet. It will be eupplied with two 18-inch 
cen'rifugal pumps, which will empty the 
dock in four hour3. It will cost $125,000, 
and is to be finished in one year.

ENGLISH CRI ClCISM . 
A portion of the English press has criti­ 
cised the conduct of the Guiteau trial very 
sharply, hnt some of the inferences drawn 
are so plainly due to ignorance of the facts 
that they merit only the resentment due to 
presumptnoas folly. The statement that 
the American people have been disposed 
to tolerate or be amused by the conduct 
of the trial is not true. Nowhere has it 
been severely censured than in this coun­ 
try. But before slandering a nation as it 
has done, the London Times would have 
done well to point out by what means the 
offensive occurrences could have been 
obviated. Had the trial taken place in 
Eugland instead of America, precisely tbe 
same difficulties would have been present. 
In neither country is it possible to inter­ 
fere with a Conrt of Justice in the dis­ 
charge of its functions. 
In neither 
country can the press or people prevent a 
Judge from ordering the proceedings in his 
own Court to suit himself. 
In neither 
country can a prisoner on trial for 
his life be tried in his absence. What, 
then, would the English people have done 
in such a case ! They would have had to 
do as we did, namely, grin and bear it, 
and they conld only have relieved their 
minds as the American people did, by 
scolding all concerned heartily. But to 
say that the Guiteau trial was approved by 
this nation, or that its peculiarities were 
what they were because the Americans 
believe in that kind of thing, is nonsense, 
and calumnious nonsense. The single fact 
that nothing like the conduct of the Guit­ 
eau trial has ever been known before in 
our criminal administration, sets that 
proposition at rest. 
The effect of the 
trial has no doubt been very bad, but for 
all of this the Court alone must bo held 
responsible, and it is alike unjust ani 
stupid to charge the scandal upon our in­ 
stitutions or our ways of thought.

time. Meanwhile it is to be hoped that he 
will be kept silent. 


The real scope and tenor of Mr. Blaine’s 
South American programme have been 
considerably obscured by the scandalous 
revelations which have, little by little, dis­ 
played to an astonished country General 
Hurlbut’s peculiar ideas of diplomacy.» It 
is necessary, however, to consider the two 
things separately, for while it is now plain 
enough that Messrs. Blaine and Hurlbut 
toge her would in a very abort time have 
involved the nation in a war with Chile, 
and a war which we were by no means in a 
condition to carry on successfully, it is be­ 
coming equally clear that Mr. Blaine had 
mapped out a scheme of South American 
progress of the mo3t extraordinary kind. 
It is now stated that he serionsly contem­ 
plated the union of all the South American 
States in a federation resembling that of 
the United States, and that he really ex­ 
pected to be able in this way to create a 
great Republic in South America, to 
balance this one, and to render impossible 
any European interference with either 
continent. It is further alleged that Mr. 
B'.aine is very proud of this conception, 
and that some of his friends also regard it 
as “ dazzling” and “ brilliant.” Precisely 
how a war with Chile conld have helped it 
forward it ¡3 difficult to understand, though 
that appears to have been the one tangible 
g-.al toward which the late Secretary of 
State was directing his course. Perhaps 
he had concluded that it would be neces­ 
sary to administer a sonnd thrashing to 
each of the South American States, as a 
warning to them not to oppose measures 
which were to be taken in their interest. 
However that may be, he intended to call 
a Congress of these South American 
States—whether including Brazil or not 
does not yet appear—and they were of 
course to adopt the idea at this Congress, 
and were forthwith to form a union, and a 
Constitution modeled on that of the United 
States. 
It would seem from this that Mr. Blaine 
holds institutions to be everything, and 
men nothing, and yet had he studied his­ 
tory he might perhaps have seen reasOD to 
doubt the correctness of that conclusion. 
The idea that any number of human beings 
can get together and do what any other 
human beings have ever accomplished be 
fore, is optimistic, to say the least. For 
history abounds with examples of experi­ 
ments in precisely this line, and all of 
them have been failures. It ¡3 the belief 
of seme rather profound philosophers that 
institutions and capacities are tbe results 
of growth, and that they cannot be adopted 
ready made by any people. Many attempts 
to do this have been made, but all have 
ended in disappointment. The French 
people tried it at the close of the last cen­ 
tury, but the outcome was not encourag­ 
ing. The Spanish people tried it, and they 
had to give it up. The Anglo-Saxons are 
the only race which has thu3 far shown a 
capacity for such ordered government as 
we live under, and they have been growing 
up to their institutions during a thousand 
years. As to the South American popula­ 
tions, we cannot imagine a more hopeless 
undertaking than that of converting them 
into full-fledged civilized beings, and we 
cannot believe that Mr. Blaine had ever 
seriously reflected on the difficulties of the 
task he set himself. 
The mixture of 
races in South American is considerable. 
Spanish, Aztec, Indian, with half a hun­ 
dred intermediate types, are there mingled. 
Barbarism and superstition have worked 
together for the enslavement of the people. 
Ignorance and aavagism have gone hand 
in hand, and the emasculating influences of 
a tropical climate have been added to com­ 
plete the general debasement of the people. 
To bring such a commixture into a 
homogeneous political unity is hopeless, 
even if it conld be supposed that the 
United States had any such mission in­ 
trusted to it. But in trnth Mr. Blaine’s 
whole scheme is preposterous in the ex­ 
treme. There are no real sympathies be­ 
tween us and the South American peoples. 
They are of alien blood and of alien civil­ 
ization. There is no link between U3 but a 
geographical one, and even that ¡3 a very 
slender one. Whatever destinies may be 
before those States they must work out for 
themselves. We have nothing to do with 
them. Oar fiscal system has cut us off 
from even a commercial union with them. 
We have built a wall round ourselves in 
that respect, and as regards the political 
aspect of the case we have nothing to gam 
by it. And yet we do net donbt that the 
very extent and audacity of Mr. Blaine’s 
project will commend it to many superficial 
minds. It is no donbt thoroughly im­ 
practicable and absurd. It could not be 
carried out, and would probably only re­ 
sult in fiercer antagonisms than ever among 
oar neighbors. But it seems to offer some 
kind of a new Held of adventure to our 
restless and adventurous elements, and 
possibly it might afford a new enterprise to 
the idol of the so-called “ Stalwarts.” For 
these reasons we are not surprised to find 
that the idea has its defenders already, and 
when Mr. Blaine has made his defense on 
paper, and has caused the American eagle 
to shriek after the customary manner, we 
expect that he will have still more converts. 
For all this, however, it is certain that 
Mr. Blaine’s gorgeous conception is as for­ 
eign to the duties he recently undertook as 
anything could well be, and that if he had 
retained his position in the State depart­ 
ment he would have got the country into 
serious difficulties abroad is equally clear. 
He seems to have thought that it was his 
peculiar role to give the country a 
“ vigorous” foreign policy; 
and his 
notion of that was to stir up all toe 
European Governments, get into as many 
quarrels as possible, talk as loudly as he 
could, and let the consequences take care 
of themselves. As the case stands nothing 
bnt humiliation conld have come of this 
kind of policy. 
In fact humiliation has 
come of it already, for President Arthur 
has been obliged to change the whole pro 
gramme with undignified suddenness, and 
to tell all the foreign powers that Mr. 
Blaine did not really mean what he said, 
or that he did not understand what he 
said. This is the result of introducing the 
tac.ic3 of the stump into the Cabinet. 
Demagogism does not make a good prepar­ 
ation for diplomacy, whatever some peo­ 
ple may think, and a foreign policy which 
is based upon a search for gorgeous effects 
is tolerably certain to come to grief. Just 
now the only consolation is that Mr. Blaine 
was superseded b fore he had done any irre- 
psrabie mischief, but he has nevertheless 
afforded a shocking example to his type of 
statesmen. 
THE SHIP RAILWAY. 


and Captain Eads must of course do the 
best he can for himself. He is under no 
obligation to abandon his scheme if Con­ 
gress refuses to aid him. 
Congress has 
only to consider whether it is for the inter­ 
est of the country to have a controlling in­ 
fluence in the proposed railway. 
It it is, 
then it would be a misfortune for the line 
to fall into the hands of foreigners. But 
as the ship railway is most unquestionably 
a thoroughly feasible undertaking (Captain 
Merry to the contrary notwithstanding), it 
may be regarded as certain that capital 
will be found to build it. Such a work 
promises very much better than a ship 
canal, an i can be built in half the time and 
at less than half the cost. If Captain Eads 
should be enabled to begin the work next 
year even, the probability is that he would 
hsve it finished before the Panama Canal 
was half completed. Such a prospect will 
attract capital, and the ship railway will 
therefore not go begging if Congress fails 
to appreciate its importance properly. 


flU RLBU f'S CLIMAX. 
Of all the remarkable circumstances in 
Mr. Blaine's tenure of the State Secretary, 
ship, perhaps the most remarkable was his 
omission to recall General Hurlbnt from 
Pern. And this '« the less susceptible of 
explanation because the publication of 
Huilbnt’s and Blaine’s correspondence has 
shown that nobody knew better than the 
late Secretary how utterly unfit a person 
the then Minister to Pern was for the office 
he he’d. The dispatches to Lima from 
the State Department for a long time seem 
to have consisted principally in rebukes 
and repudiations. Hurlbut was perpetu­ 
ally doing those things which he ought not 
to have done, and leaving nndone those 
things which he ought to have done, like 
the sinner in the prayer-book. 
But 
when, after all manner of blunders and im­ 
proprieties, he undertook, without any in­ 
struction?, to negotiate with the remnant 
of the Peruvian Government, for the trans­ 
fer of an uncompleted railway ; and when, 
while acting as United States Minister, he 
arranged to take charge of the enterprise, 
and sell it to a company of American cap­ 
italists, it really does seem that the pa­ 
tience of the State Department ought to 
have been exhausted, and that he should 
have been recalled promptly. As to the 
stories which Shepard, of the Peruvian 
Company, is tellmg about his relations 
with Hurlbut and Blaine, we prefer to 
await fuller details before discussing tbe 
matter. At present it is possible to sup­ 
pose that his charges are inspired by 
malice, Mr. Blaine having in a very 
peremptory manner forbidden Hurl­ 
but to interfere iu the matter at all. The 
railroad project, however, is Hurlbnt’s 


o w d , and the story serves to show once 
more how frequently’ truth is really strau- 
g’r than fiction, and how very genuine a 
character that of Colonel Mulberry Sellars 
after all is. For never surely were the 
idea3 of “ the old flag—and an appropria- 
“ tion”—more evidently conjoined than in 
the mind of General Hurlbut. He appears 
to have acted throughout his residence iu 
Peru very much on the model of the stage 
Yankee who scorns all conventionalities, 
•upset3 all established usages, and under­ 
takes to carry the American flag, in the 
manner of Sergeant Bates, through foreign 
climes. The absence of instructions never 
seems to have restrained him. His views 
were comprehensive, and whether he was 
bringing pressure to bear upon the Peruvian 
Government iu the interest of an advent­ 
urer, or was bargaining for a railroad, he 
evidently employed his position for all it 
was worth. This is all bad enough, but it 
is still worse that such a man should have 
been left in a position where he was scan­ 
dalizing the country, until a new Secretary 
removed him. 
Mr. Frelinghuysen has 
been obliged to take this step, as a matter 
of course, but it surely could not have 
been necessary to the success of his prede­ 
cessor’s foreign policy that General Hurl­ 
but should remain at Lima after what he 
had done there.

ANOTHER TOUCH OF IMPERIALISM. 
It is stated that some foolish individual 
has had a number of bronze medals struck, 
to commemorate the valiant action of the 
three hundred aad six ” who stood out 
for Grant at the Chicago Convention. 
What this medal will really commemorate 
is the melancholy fact that three hundred 
and six prominent citizens were so blind 
to the lessons of history and to the in- 
atruction of recent events as to be in- 
aspable of perceiving that General Grant 
had shown himself totally unfit for the 
office to which they were bent upon nomi­ 
nating him ; and equally blind to the still 
more obvious fact that the Republican 
party was determined to have no more of 
him in that capacity. If it is worth while 
to immortalize these truths, then the medal 
is a good thing. 
THE NEW FRENCH CABINET. 
Da Freycinet has undertaken to form a 
Cabinet to succeed Gambetta, and so far 
as can be judged his ^elections appear to 
have been judicious and likely to give sat­ 
isfaction. The fall of Gambetta has not 
caused much excitement in any part of 
France, though it has been welcomed with 
exaggerated rejoicings by theUltramontaues 
outside of the country. Whether the pol­ 
icy of the new Ministry towards the 
Church will be more conservative, how­ 
ever, remains to be seen. The new Cabi­ 
net must carry out the policy of constitu­ 
tional revision, the necessity for which has 
been declared by an emphatic vote of the 
Chamber, and it will no doubt profit by 
the errors of its predecessor.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 
Ex-Secreiary Blaine Interviewed. 
W a sh in gton , January 29th.—The Post 
to morrow will have an interview with ex 
Secretary Blaine upon the subject of the 
diplomatic c >rrespondence relating to Chile 
and Peiu. The Secretary says : The state­ 
ment published that instructions to Mr. Trts- 
cGlt, signed by me, had been drafted and 
committed to Trescott without the knowledge 
of the President, has absolutely no founda­ 
tion in truth. The instructions were not 
only talked over fully with the President, 
bnt when written were twice read to him for 
criticism and change. I have the original 
draft in my possession,with modifications by 
the President clearly noted. It is inconceiv­ 
able that an extraordinary mission, im­ 
portant enough to be mentioned in the 
annual message to Congress, could be 
allowed to leave the country without the 
President knowing the instructions by which 
its action should be governed. No friend of 
the President could possibly make that sug­ 
gestion, and iu his behalf I repel it. The 
President specifically referred in his message 
to the instructions given Mr. Trescott, and 
besidts, what possible interest could I have 
myself in sending an instruction without the 
full knowledge of the President ? I was to 
leave the Department in a fortnight, and I 
would naturally take care not to send an in­ 
struction merely to have i} revoked. In ad­ 
dition to all other considerations, I had no 
desire to send Mr. Trescott on a fool’s er­ 
rand. 
Q — How do you account for the change of 
policy ? 
A.—That is none of my business. It is the 
undoubted right of the President, a3 it is of a 
private citizen, to change his mind. Either 
President Garfield or President Arthur saw 
every dispatch cf importance that was sent, 
and no step was taken without the full concur­ 
rence and approval cf the Executive. Dur­ 
ing the late President’s illness, no dispatch of 
auy special moment was sent either to Pern 
or Chile. The dates will show that. I have 
no reason to change my mind as to the wis­ 
dom of tbe course marked out. Time, reflec­ 
tion and tbe development of events have all 
the more strongly confirmed me, and I fear 
that one result of the change will be the utter 
destruction of the commercial interest-! of tbe 
United States on the South Pacific coast. 
The ex-Secretary was asked what ho meant 
by the expression “ a fool’s errand,” and he 
answered: “ I meant that there seems ¡10 
possible need of Mr. Tre.-cott being in Chile 
if he is simply there to be a helpless witness 
of utter spoliation of Peru. That could have 
taken place wi hout the presence of 3 Special 
Envoy of the United State?,who is forbidden 
to protest, and actually appears as aiding and 
abetting the spoliation. What I meant by 
spoliation appears plainly enough from 'Pres­ 
cott’s original dispatch, published iu Satur­ 
day morning’s paper. He says Chile de­ 
mands the absolute cession of the entire prov­ 
ince of Tarapaea, and besides that 820,000,­ 
000 in money, payable in sixteen years, 
during which time Arica is to be occupied 
by Chile, and if the §20.000.000 is not 
paid Arica is to be absolutely annexed to 
Chile. Besides all this, Chile appropriates 
the guano deposits of Lobos Islands. Mr. 
Trescott adds that if Peru refuse» these con­ 
ditions, Chile will then decline the further 
mediation of the United States. In other 
word?, Chile is willing and glad to accept the 
mediation of the United States, if that me­ 
diation can be of use to induce Peru to sub 
mit quietly to destruction ; but if the United 
States’ Special Envoy cannot be nsed for 
that end, Chile will have no more to do with 
him. and he can pack np and come home in 
the meek and lowly frame of mind that would 
be lit for such returning journey. The de­ 
mand of Chile is equivalent to the destruc­ 
tion of Peru, for the reason that it takes 
from the latter country the great body 
of her guano and all her nitrate beds, thus de­ 
priving herof herrevenue8ources. What Chile 
is taking from Peru is relatively a far greater 
loss to Peru than the loss of the eleven seced­ 
ing States would have been to the American 
Union—far greater than that. Greater, in­ 
deed, than if the Pacific coast had joined the 
rebellion and gono out forever. That would 
have taken all tbe cotton lands, all the sngar 
lands, and all the precious mineral lands trorn 
the United States, and would have destroyed 
our power and our very existence. Precisely 
that fate is to be inflicted on Peru, and Chile 
now permits the United States to mediate 
only on condition that she will promote this 
wholesale destruction of a friendly republic— 
a destruction as complete and as cruel as was 
the partition of Poland.

The Chinese Question. 
W a sh in gton , January 29th.—The Sunday 
tíaxttc, an independent and anti-monopoly 
journal, to day contains a well considered 
editorial on the Chinese question, in which 
the evils of unrestricted Mongolian immigra­ 
tion are clearly stated, and the various East­ 
ern sentimeutal objections to any Dualized 
exclusion of the Chinese are forcibly an­ 
swered. Referring to the proposition now 
pending in Congress to suspend the immigra­ 
tion of Chinese laborers for a term of tweniy 
years, the Gazette siye : “ VVe earnestly hcpe, 
in the true interest of our civilizatioo, that 
the measure may speedily become a law, and 
that it will be enforced to the full extent of 
its drastic intent.” 
T he Appointment or Sargent. 
W ash in gton , January 29th.—The Sunday 
Herald, an independent Democratic journal, 
says to day: “ It is understood that the nom­ 
ination of Hon. Aaron A. Sargent to be Sec­ 
retary of the Interior, which was detir- 
mined upon some time ago—the appointment 
having been deferred partly to enable Mr. 
Sargent to finish np some professional busi­ 
ness as counsel with the Interior Department 
—will be sent to the Senate early next month. 
The interval which has elapsed since the 
President detided upon this appointment, by 
permitting the malignant but abortive attacks 
upon Sargent, has only strengthened him in 
the esteem of the President aod of the public. 
It is stated that the announcement of Sar­ 
gent’s prospective appointment as Secretary 
of the Interior has bern heartily approved by 
all the newspapers of California, both Repub­ 
lican and Democratic, with but a single ex­ 
ception.” 
Tiie Guiteau Jury—Probably Another 
Morey Letter Aase. 
W ash in gton , January 29tb.—Tbe four 
jurymen whose signatures, it is alleged, ap­ 
pear on tbe extra Critic, appended to affida­ 
vits filed by the defense in tbe Guiteau case 
Saturday with tbe motion for a new trial, 
deny most positively that a copy of that or 
any other paper was ever in their apartments 
or hotel. They declare that they never bad 
a pen in tteir hands during the whole course 
of the trial, except to write autographs for 
outside parties, and that this was always 
done in the room occupied by the bailiff, and 
in the immediate presence of their officers. 
The general impression of thóYe who have 
examined the matter is that it is a clever 
piece of forgery. 
The Mormon Problem. 
W ash in gton , January 23th.—In an article 
ia the Intcrnaticmal He view, J. R. McBride, 
formerly Chief Justice < f Arizona, dissipates 
the delusion that Salt Lake valley was trans­ 
formed from a desert into a fertile country by 
the Mormons. The bill prepared by the 
Juaichry Committee of the Senate for the 


suppression of polygamy, which will be vlgor- 
c usly pushed to a vote, provides that no 
polygemist shall sit on juries, exercise the 
right of suffrage or hold office. Cohabitation 
with more than one woman will be accepted 
as proof of a polygamous marriage. Another 
section provides for the appointment of five 
res is'rara uf election by the .President. 
New York, January 30:h—a. m.— Re view­ 
ing its various articles on the anti-Mormon 
boom, the Tribunes&ys: There is a fair prospect 
that some aclion will be taken by the present 
Congress, by which the Mormon evil may be 
effectively reached at last. This is tbe opin­ 
ion of Representative Willets, of Michigan, 
who takes deep iuterest in the subject. Ben­ 
jamin F. Hall, the first Chief Justice cf Col­ 
orado, gives an interesting account of the es­ 
tablishment of a Territorial Government in 
Utah ia 1830, and of the regret tbat Fill­ 
more subsequently expressed that he had 
placed Brigham Young at its head. Rev. 
Dr. Newman preached a sermon in this citv 
last night on the peril of the country from 
the toleration of Mormonism. Some features 
of the evil were al,o set forth by Rev. Mr, 
Gallagher, who has done iniseiouary work 
in Utah. 
The Negotiations Between the Atlantic 
and Pacific and Southern Pacific. 
New York, January 30th—a. m.—The 
Times’ Bostou special eays : A statement is 
now made that the reports of the negotiations 
conducted in New York brought back by the 
Atchison people present, Rive general satis­ 
faction, and the proposition to save several 
millions of dollars’ worth of constrnction in 
California and connect the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific with the Southern Pacific at Mojave is 
favorably received by tha Boston interests. 
It is also stated that the opposition to the $16,- 
OOO.OCO Atlantic aud Pacific plan in Boston, 
before i’.3 cancellation, was so great that 
the large Atchison stockholders would very 
likely have defeated the project of complet­ 
ing the subscription. The objections were 
based first upon the unnecessary issuance of 
Atlantic and Pacific sleek, and second, upon 
the raising of so large an amount of money at 
this time. Under the new plan, if the Atlan­ 
tic and Pacific bnilds to the Colorado river, 
leas than $3,000 000 will be needed for this 
Fiction ; if to Mohave, about $9,900,000 will 
be required. In either event, it is under­ 
stood tbat no Atlantic and Pacific stock will 
be issued. 
The Sbrnnan Funding Bill. 
W ash in gton , January 29:h.—A leading 
Republican Senat' r predicts the failure cf the 
Sherman funding bill, for the reason that the 
rate of interest is too low to be fastened upon 
the private capital ot the country, and that 
the situation as to continued bonds is the best 
possible o d o. There is a disposition to let the 
ex-Secretary down easily, out of respect to 
his services in the Treasury. 
The Flood in Tennessee. 
N a sh v ille , January 29th.—The Tennessee 
river at JohuBouvilla has reached the highest 
point known during the present flood. The 
town has virtually been destroyed, and the 
railroad bridge is threatened. East of Knox­ 
ville, on Saturday, the tallest peak of Buffalo 
mountain?, having been undermined by the 
constant rains, fell from a bight of 300 feet, 
alarming the citizens for a distance ot thirty 
miles. 
Ikcsp'il Female Bobber Kearrested. 
N ew Y ork , Jannaiy 29th.—Mollis Hoey, 
better known in Chicago and St. Louis as 
Mollie Holbrook, has been arrected again 
here. Mollie escaped in Canada from the 
custody of Illinois officers when journeying 
from here to Chicago to answer a charge of 
robbery of $40,000. >

N ew O rlean s, January 29th —A break 
100 feet long is repc rted in the O’Brien levee 
at Tropical Bend, inundating tha country for 
two miles back.

Paris, January 29th.—Leading financiers 
have decided to guarantee a loan of 85 000,­ 
000 francs, required by tha authorized 
brokeis. 
L ondon, January 29th.—The Olserrcr's 
correspondent at Dublin says: There wss 
another and larger failure on the Stock Ex­ 
change yesterday. It is expected that two or 
three large houses will fail the present week 
unless assistance is rendered them. There 
hag also been one failure in the foundry busi­ 
ness and one in the building business, with 
liabilities of £60,000 and £150,000 respect­ 
ively. There is quite a loc?l panic, and busi­ 
ness is at the lowest ebb. 7 radesmen are en­ 
deavoring, as far as possible, to collect debts, 
but as the debtors are mostly landlords, there 
is no possibility of settlement for months to 
come. 
COAST AND STATF. 
The Buena Vista, Or., pottery works 
started up again on the 15tb, after thor­ 
ough repairs. 
The ice on Washoe Lake, Nevada, is so 
thick that between it and the mud on the 
bottom there is hardly any room for the 
catfish to wiggle their tail. 
Considerable prospecting is being done 
in the gravel beds of Plumas, and many 
claims have indications which insures 
good pay in the near future. 
California ia credited with producing 
$18,000,000 in gold in 1881. Of this 
amount Nevada county desires to be 
credited with $3,000,000, aBd probably 
more. 
Solano connty racks fourth among the 
wheat-producing countieB of the State, and 
the Republican says that it will not be 
long before she will rank first as a fruit­ 
growing county. 
The State Lind Office, eays the Reno 
Gazette, is to be removed from Virginia to 
Reno at once, so says a private dispatch 
from Washington. The order would have 
been given long ago but for the assassina­ 
tion of Garfield. 
The Luper warehouse, about nine miles 
from Eugene City, Or., was burned on the 
nigbt of the 19th. The building and ma­ 
chinery was valued at $1,500, and con­ 
tained some 4,000 bushels of wheat. Tne 
building was fully insured and tbe grain 
partially so. 
The geese of the Y'olo tulc basin held a 
Convection Thursday to devise ways and 
means to resist the Yolo sportsmen. The 
Woodland Democrat sent its goose reporter 
to the assemblage, and a fall report of tbe 
proceedings is the result. There’s enter­ 
prise for you. 
The railroad company are having more 
bother with the road between Benicia and 
Suisun, the track having gone down again 
at the point where the trouble w«3 had at 
first. Trains run around the sink, on a 
temporary track, and they are moved very 
carefully, for fear, perhaps, the bottom 
may drop out entirely. * 
A novel boat race took place at Oaeatta, 
Yaquiaa bay, recently, the contestants 
being Mr. Dougherty and a lady of that 
place. During the night previous to tha 
race same boys nailed a coal oil can to the 
bottom of Dougherty’s boat, and not 
discovering it until he had begun the race, 
he of course was badly beaten. 
The citizens of North Dibble Creek had 
quite a jubilation on hearing the verdict of 
tne jury in the Guiteau case. Jacob Kep- 
pler Headed the procession, followed by tue 
school children. Guiteau was bung in ef­ 
figy, and when quite dead a large funeral 
pyre was ereoted and the assassin burned. 
Speeches, cheers, etc., followed, and the 
placed was thronged with people from that 
vicinity. 
The bonded war-house ia Sonoma, ao< 


cording to the Index, is now doino more 
business than heretofore. There are’twelv* 
distilleries that have brandy in store, and 
some five or six more which will tdace 
goods in bond before the 1st of May. ‘The 
aggregate amount of brandy now in bond 
is about 15,000 gallons, and Uncle Sam 
will derive a revenue of some $20,000 from 
the warehouse during the current fiscal 
year. 
A reporter of The Dalles Times learns 
that there ia a disease which ia becoming 
alarming to some of our farmers, that as- 
tacks their horses in a most singular man­ 
ner, the first symptoms being the legs of 
the animals commencing to swell, then a 
breaking out, resembling, to some extent, 
boils, which cover the entire limb, causing 
tbe hair to fall off, and leaving the dis­ 
eased portion in a very Bore condition. 
The Nevada (Cal.) Transcript of Tues­ 
day eays : It is now stated by one of the 
management that the masked men who at­ 
tacked watchman Sweet at the Derbec mine 
a few nights since did not get away with 
any amalgam, as heretofore believed. It 
was found next morning that the sluice had 
not been disturbed. It looks as though the 
mysterious visitors may have been friends, 
who merelj’ wanted to demonstrate how 
easily real robbers could corral the com­ 
pany’s treasure. 
The mining ground, situated near Oro­ 
viile, commonly known as the Hewitt 
claim, has been leased to a company of 
Chinamen for a term of years. 
The com­ 
pany will not use the hydraulic process, 
but will wash with rockers and short 
length of slnices, dumping on ground al­ 
ready worked, so none of the debris will 
reach the river. The proximity of this 
mine to the town of Oroviile was extreme­ 
ly threatening, when mined by the hy­ 
draulic process, aad the citizens must feel 
great relief at the change, even although 
Chinamen are to reap the benefit.—[Chico 
Enterprise. 
At Nevada, an old ’49er, keen, sagacions 
and enterprising withal, recently gave his 
honest, outspoken opinion with reference 
to tho dry seasons as follows: “ The fact 
of the matter is this—I have been hsre 
thirty-three years, .and have made money, 
but not by waiting for Providence to work 
for me, as half these California chans have 
been in the habit cf doing. If we did not 
have a dry year occasionally those fellows 
would lose every spark of get up they have 
less, and it is little enongh. A dry year 
makes them dust and fly around. The 
country is too good for them ; a living is 
too easily obtained here.” 
The lmirs of the late John L. Moore had 
considerable trouble in finding the §7,100 
in Government bonds spoken of in the will.

It will be remembered that young sal­ 
mon from the McCloud river United States 
fish hatchery, were placed in San Gregorio 
and Pescadero creeks by the Fish Commis­ 
sioners last November. The original in­ 
tention was to stock these streams with 
McCloud river trout, but not having suf­ 
ficient means the salmon were chosen in­ 
stead. This is but an experiment, and 
should the result be satisfactory a second 
stock will be put in next season. In Jnne 
they will be matured, aud anglers should 
notify the Commissioners when they have 
caught them. They are a beautiful silver 
color, aad of different shape from tho coast 
salmon.

YESTERDAY. 


Services were held in all the churches yes­ 
terday. 
In the Episcopal Church Rev. E. H . 
W ard, of Stockton, conducted the prayerB, 
preached and administered the communion. 
In the Bethel Chapel Rev. A. H . Croco 
preached. 
A t the First Baptist Church in 
the 
evening the 
sacrament of bapt'am 
was administered. 
In 
the 
WeBtmin-Ur 
Preebyteri.au Church the subject of Rev. 
Mr. Rice’s discourse 
last 
evening 
was 
“ The Divinity 
cf 
Christ.” 
H e 
tcok 
for his text the confessien of 
Thim as, 
John xx., 18 : 
“ Thomas answered and said 
unto Him, M y Lord, and m y God.” The 
speaker opened by remarking that “ doubt­ 
ing ” Thomas, or, as he has been called, the 
rationalist among the apostles, in this text 
gave up his rationalism and conferred th at 
his doubts had fled away. 
Moreover, any 
mind now th at will open itself to the evidence 
which convinced Thomas, m ust join with him 
in his confession. 
Four 
lines 
of 
evi­ 
dence prove Christ’s divinity. First, the Old 
Testam ent prophecies of Cbrist point to a 
divine person. The Messiah was to do a work 
which no mere man could do, namely, the re­ 
demption of mankind from sin. 
T hat the 
seed of the woman should bruise the serpent’s 
head was promised after the fall of our first 
parents in the Garden of E len, 
This “ first 
gospel,” as it has been called, is expanded in 
the Old Testam ent into most great and pre- 
cions promises of human salvation. 
M ore­ 
over, the Messiah is addressed in term s which 
would be blasphemy if spoken of a mere man. 
David ia spirit called him Lord, saying: 
“ The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit Tcou at 
M y right hand until I make Thine euemies 
Thy footstool.” 
Isaiah said of the Messiah, 
“ His name shall be called W onderful, Coun­ 
selor, the 
M ighty God, the Everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Peace." 
All this mighty current of prophecy_ must 
empty into some mighty sea, and it is not 
possible that the heart cf a mere man is large 
enough to receive all that the Old Testam ent 
pours forth in description of the Redeemer. 
The second line of evidence is found in the 
New Testament. 
Christ did works which no 
mere man could do. 
He healed the sick, the 
lame, the deaf and the blind, He calmed tbe 
raging of the sea, H e raised the dead to life. 
His words were as wonderful as H is works. 
No mere man could say, “ Come unto me all 
ye th at labor and are heavy laden, and I will 
give yon rest." Moreover, lleclaim ed himself 
to ha divine, saying, “ Before Abraham was, 
Ia in ,” and “ I and iny Father are one.” The 
Jews understood this as a claim to divinity, 
and stoned Him for it. 
His character corre­ 
sponds to all these claims, for Ha was per­ 
fectly sinless and holy. 
The whole account 
of the work of redemption in the New Testa­ 
ment proves the Redeemer to be God mani­ 
fest in the flesh. 
The third line of evidence 
is found in Christian history. 
Jesus Christ 
turned the current of the w orld’s civilization 
upward toward God. There is no comparison 
between Christ and other masters, between 
Christianity and other religions. 
All human 
teachers pale into insignificance in tbe daz­ 
zling light of Christ. 
A nd there is no 
doubt as to the ultim ate trium ph cf Chris­ 
tianity over the sinfulness of mankind. 
The history cf the past leads us to expect all 
nations to become Christian a t no distant day 
in the future. 
W herever the pure gospel has 
gone in this worid there light and life eternal 
have gone. 
Now i he work of human redemp­ 
tion is the work of G a, and if Christ is con­ 
quering this world to himself H e m uit be 
divine. 
The fourth line of evidence is the witness 
of personal experience. 
Thomas let go his 
doubts when he came in contact with the per­ 
son of Jeans. 
The difficulty with skeptics 
is th at they are not acquainted with their 
glorious Redeemer. 
L et any one who is 
troubled with 
doubts upon the divinity 
of Cnrist, sit awhile a t H is feet and learn of 
Him, studying the prophecies of Christ in 
the Old Testam ent ami their fulfillment in 
the New ; lei. him survey the irresistible pro­ 
gress of Christianity among the nations of 
mankind ; and then let him go in prayer to 
his God for the Holy Spirit to take of tbe 
things of Christ and show rhem unto him, 
searching for Christ with all his heart, seek­ 
ing ever to know more of Him and the power 
of His redemption, and such an honest 
seeker after truth will fall down before the 
feet of Jesus with the confession of Thomas 
welling up from his heart, “ thy Lord, and 
my God.” The sermon closed with a refer­ 
ence to the second advent of Christ ia glory 
to judge the world, and the joy with which 
those who worship Him now will join the 
m ultitudes of the redeemed in Heaven and 
“ Crown Him Lord of A ll.” 
The Rev. Dr. Taubner, pastor of the Ger­ 
man Lutheran Church, preached yesterday 
from 
Luke 
vii., 
11 17 
verses. 
His 
subject was the word of consolation, "W eep 
not,” in its original signification. 
The cen­ 
tral thoughts of the sermon were that these 
words iu a human sense were well meant, but 
not Christianlike from the lips of children of 
this world. 
In a Christian sense they were 
well meant, but not hum anly from tbe lips 
of many Christians, but from the lips of 
Jesus they were both hum anly and Chris­ 
tianlike. 
The large congregation, 
among 
which were many strangers, gave the rever­ 
end Doctor, who speaks with much oratorical 
power, the closest attention. 


A V a lu a b le W o r k .—From D. M. Burns, 
Secretary of State, this office has received a 
valuable bonk. 
I t is a full bound volume, 
business ledger size, each page of which is so 
ruled as to perm it of the recording of the re­ 
sulta of seven general elections. 
The paging 
and ruling is so arranged as to show the vote 
in each county and in each precinct in each 
county in the Siate. 
Each page is margin- 
marked and cut away in index form so as to 
present immediately to the eye the name of a 
county, and the whole thus presents all the 
counties of the State ia order. 
These index 
margins are faced with morocco and backed 
with 
vellum cloth, 
rendering them very 
strong aud serviceable. 
The value of such a 
volume will be readily realized. 
Mr. Burns 
has filled one of the columnE with a record of 
the Presidential election returns for 1830. 
As these record columns are filled in from 
time to time the book will become more and 
more valuable as its comparative showiDgs 
accumulate. 
The “ id ea” originated by Mr. 
Burns in this m atter is an invaluable one, 
and he is entitled to public acknowledgment 
for it. 
The clerical ability displayed in the 
compilation, bo far as carried out, is of a high 
order.

MISA MASKS FOR WORKMEN. 


A well know n Germ an m anufacturer of 
mica wares, H err Raphael, of Breslau, now 
makes mica m asks for the face, which are 
quite transparent, very light, and affected 
neither by heat nor by acids. 
They afford 
good protection to all workm en who are 
liable to be injured by heat, du st or nox­ 
ious vapors, all w orkers w ith fire, metal 
and glass m elters, stonemasons, etc. 
In all 
kinds of grinding and polishing work the 
flying fragm ents rebound from tho arched 
mica plates of the mask w ithout injuring 
them . 
These plates are fixed in a metallic 
frame, which is well isolated by means of 
asbestos, so as not to be attacked by heat or 
acid. These masks allow the turning of the 
eyes in any direction, aDd as against mica 
spectacles they afford the advantage of pro­ 
tection to the face. In certain cases the neck 
and shoulders m ay also be guarded by a 
sheet of cloth im pregnated w ith fireproof 
m aterial, or by asbestos sheet attached to 
the mask. 
The interval betw een the mica 
and the eyes allows of workm en who have 
poor eyesight wearing spectacles, and of 
w orkers w ith fire or in m elting operations 
w earing colored glass spectacles under the 
mask, w ithout fear of breakage of the glass, 
mica being a bad conductor of heat. W here 
the m ask has to be worn long it is found 
desirable to add an india-rubber tube w ith 
m outhpiece for the admission of fresh air. 
The tube passes out to the shoulders, where 
its funnel-shaped end (sometimes holding a 
m oistened sponge) is supported. The mask 
has a sort of cap attached to it for fixture 
on tho head.

M ar­ 
ti ez, tne Chilean hliuister here, h»s given 
official assurance to Secretary Frelinghuysen 
that the (roveram ent meant no eflrnntto the 
U nited States by the removal of Calderon 
from Lima. General H urlbut has been called 
home, and should ba now on his way. 
I t is 
high time, fur all this was his fault, as ia 
shown by the ‘-extraordinary correspond­ 
ence” re^aruing Chile and Peru sent to Con­ 
gress yesterday by the President. 
Touching this aspect of the case, shrewd 
observer» here say th at the weak point in 
Blaine’s policy is the character of the people 
whom it proposes to assist in self-éducation. 
W ere they of the tte ru stuff of the Anglo- 
Saxon race, and already etruggling upward 
from innate unconquerable love of liberty, 
their eff rts might ap[>eal to our sympathies 
and ssditance; 
but the disposition of this 
people is slothful, moody and untractable ; 
nor have they themselves shown a strong de­ 
sire for such a conf* deration as is proposed. 
The Herald's W ashington correspondent 
intei viewed Shephard, President of the I er* 
uvian Company, yesterday, and the latter 
says that he has letters from Blaine not very 
flattering to that gentleman, and when the 
wliiJe comes out he will never lift his head 
again.

teau, and an editorial denouncing the prison­ 
er. 
On the margins were either the names 
or initials of five of the jurors. In the interest 
of justice he took the paper to Scoville. 
A ttached to this affidavit and copy of the 
C ntic alluded to, w ith the names of the jurors 
mentioned w ritten in ink upon the margins, 
is an affidavit of Scoville to the effect that 
he believes the names of the jurors were writ­ 
ten on the margins of the paper described in 
Snyder's affidavit by the jurors themselves. 
The main reliance of the defense is the 
affidavit of Snyder and the copy of_ the Critic 
appended to it. 
A careful comparison of the 
writing on the margin of the newspaper with 
the signatures of the jurymen whose names 
appear there, shows a strikirg resemblance, 
and establishes a strong case of circumstan­ 
tial evidence.

THE WORLD’S RAINFALL. 


In an article on rainfall in the American 
Journal o f Science for January, Professor 
Eltas Loomis, whose writings on meteoro­ 
logy rank him as one of the highest author, 
ities in this comparatively new field, gives 
an exceedingly valuable table of the mean 
annual rainfall at 713 stations scattered 
over the globe. 
The table includes tl e 
name of the station, its elevation above sea 
level in feet, its latitude and longitnde, the 
number of years over which the observa­ 
tions have extended, the rainfall in inches, 
and the authority for the facts stated. This 
table is divided into eight groups olaesified 
according to the amount of the rainfall. 
Tne w ettest portion of the globe seems to 
be Cherapunji in Assam, where the mean 
annual fall for over sixteen years reaches 
the enormous depth of 462.]; inches, or up­ 
ward of sixty feet, rather more than half 
of this quantity falling in the months of 
June and July. 
At several points in Chile 
and Peru, as also in Northern Africa, no 
rainfall is recorded. 
The following are given as tlie principal 
causes of excessive rainfall : 1. The meet­ 
ing of the northeast and southeast trade 
winds resulting in a great rain-belt sur­ 
rounding the globe. 2. The irregular baro­ 
metric depressions is not as distinctly 
marked by an excess of rainfall as might 
be expected ; nevertheless storm tracks 
exhibit a tendency to incline toward dis­ 
tricts where the rainfall ia unusually great, 
e. g., Newfoundland, Iceland, coast of 
Norway, North Italy, etc. 
3. Mountain 
ranges closing increased rainfall on tbe 
side from which the prevalent wind pro­ 
ceeds. 
4. Proximity to the ocean, especi­ 
ally wheu the prevalent wind comes from 
theoceaD, e. g., W estern Europe ; eastern 
coast of 
South America, 
Africa 
and 
Australia. 
5. Capes and headlands pro­ 
jecting considerably into the ocean get. 
erally receive» greater rainfall than neigh­ 
boring districts, e. g., Cape Hatteras, 
Newfoundland, southwest coast of Ireland 
and England, Cape of Good Hope, etc. 
The causes of deficient rainfall are thus 
summed u p : 
l . A nearly uniform direc­ 
tion of the winds throughout the year, such 
as prevails within a portion of the system 
of tbe trade winds, especially in mid­ 
ocean, and to some exteat over the conti­ 
nents ; e. g., Ascension Island, the Sahara, 
Southern California, South Africa and 
Australia. 
2. The prevalent wind, hav­ 
ing passed over a range of elevated mount­ 
ains, descends upon the leeward side : e. g., 
desert of Gobi, Tartary, 
Chile, North 
America east of the Rocky Mountains, 
central portion of Spain, etc. 
3. Ranges of 
mountains so situated as to obstruct the 
free movement of the surface winds toward 
a central region ; e. g , desert of Gobi, 
Tartary, Southern California, Salamanca in 
Spain, etc. 
4. Remoteness from the ocean 
measured in the direction from which tbe 
prevalent wind proceeds. 
There 
is a 
marked diminution in the mean annual 
rainfall as we advance eastward from 
W estern Europe. 
A similar effect is no­ 
ticeable in many other parts of the world, 
but it is generally complicated by the 
combination of other causes, 
ó. High lat­ 
itude. 
Beyond the parallel of 60° north 
latitude, at a little distance from the 
ocean, the mean annual rainfall seldom 
muoli exceeds teu inches ; and there are 
apparently regions of great extent in Asia 
and N orth America where the annual rain­ 
fall is less than ten inches. 


‘ OLD 
IRONSIDES ” 
IN 
PR IV A TE 
LIFE. 


Since th e w ar cf 1812 th e C onstitution 
had been used m ostly as a training or 
school-ship in special service. 
She was 
stationed at Anuapolis th e m ost of the 
tim e until the breaking out of the civil 
war, aud then was removed to N ew port 
and continued in the same service. 
In 
1875 she was placed on the stocks a t the 
League Island N avy Y ard, aud subjected 
to repairs under the supervision of Naval 
Constructor H art, a grandson of th e man 
who built her in Boston eighty-four years 
ago. 
In 187S she w as detailed to take the 
goods of Am erican exhibitors to th e Paris 
exposition, aud upon her return was again 
placed in service as a school-ship. 
In the 
sum m er of 1880 she was anchored a t the 
Brooklyn N avy Y ard for several weeks, 
and was visited by throngs of people d u r­ 
ing her stay. 
Last A pril she w ent on a 
short cruise, aud, not being heard of for 
ten days, a rum or was circulated th a t she 
w as lost. 
The report created a great deal 
of excitem ent, which was allayed by the 
announcem ent on A pril 20th of her safety. 
As an evidence of tbe sentim ent f tlt for 
every plank of “ Old Ironsides,” an anec­ 
dote of the adm inistration of President 
Jackson may begiven. 
The original figure­ 
head of 
th e C onstitution 
was a bust 
of H ercules. 
T his was shot away in the 
war in the M editerranean, aud its place 
supplied by a carved billet head. In 1834, 
while the frigate was lying at the C harles­ 
tow n N avy Y ard, Commodore E llio tt had 
this billet-head removed, and substituted 
for it a bust of General Jackson. 
This 
substitution was denounced by th e opposi­ 
tion as a partisan ontrage. 
E lliott 
was 
assailed in newspapers, pam phlets and 
speeches, 
and threatened in anonymous 
letters w ith violence if he did not remove 
tb e effigy. 
H e was deaf to all com plaints, 
and finally, one storm y night in July, 
1834, 
a daring young man 
w ent 
out 
to th e ship in a skiff, sawed off the 
head of th e image and carried it to Boston. 
All efforts to discover the perpetrator of 
this outrage on th e G overnm ent vessel 
were fruitless, and the excitem ent finally 
died away. 
One of the circulars posted 
about the streets of Boston when Jackson’s 
imago was substituted as a figurehead was 
headed, “ Freemen, Awake ! or the C onsti­ 
tution W ill Sink ! ” 
I t appealed to the 
m ost excitable passions aud 
people to 
“ save the ship,” and asked people to as 
semble in Faneuil H all to take action 
against the outrage.
